Under cover of darkness a strong fprce 
of a warriors tried to ford the river. 


But the new system of blockhouses 


devised to protect this section of the 
Eriti-can frontier proved their' worth. 
Sheltered in the blockhouses and fir- 
ing Verey lights, the Italians frustrat- 
ed thc attack with rifle and machine 
gun volleys. 


They drove off the Ethiopians with
